Che Beak and His Mark 


INTRODUCTION 

HE appearance of the insignia of the 
N.R.A. or the Blue Eagle has afforded 
occasion for great bewilderment and 
strange interpretations of what actually 
constitutes the Mark of the Beast. We 
herein hope to be able to at least partly 
clarify the minds of those who are con- 
fused over this matter. We are frank to 
admit the many difficulties which sur- 
round the subject, however, there are 
some salient points that yield to a lucid 
implication of what is or is not the ac- 
tual Mark of the Beast. We must turn 
to the book of Daniel and of Revelation 
for help on this subject, which will afford 
ample ground for discussion and evidence 

of the characteristics of the Beast. 

THE FOURTH WILD BEAST OF 
DANIEL 

“After this I saw in the night visions, 
and behold a fourth beast, dreadful and 
terrible, and strong exceedingly; and it 
had great iron teeth: it devoured and 
brake in pieces, and stamped the residue 
with the feet of it: and it was diverse 
from all the beasts that were before it; 
and it had ten horns. I considered the 
horns, and, behold, there came up among 
them another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns pluck- 
ed up by the roots: and, behold, in this 
horn were eyes like the eyes of a man, 
and a mouth speaking great things,” Dan. 
7:7-8. That the symbols and characteris- 
tics above mentioned are descriptive -f 
Rome, all commentators are readily 
agreed. That the ten horns mentioned 
“are ten kings that shall arise” (Dan. 
7:24) in latter times, all are further 
agreed. When Daniel had inquired for 
the meaning of the vision and concern- 
ing “the truth of the fourth beast” he 
was informed that the “fourth beast shall 
be the fourth kingdom upon earth.” That 
this is the Roman kingdom is certain as 
evidenced by the image of Dan. 2:31-43. 
Babylon was the first, Media-Persia the 
second, Greece the third, and Rome the 
fourth. Babylon was the “head of gold” 
(Dan. 2:38). Media-Persia was the “sil- 
ver” or “inferior” kingdom which was 
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followed by “another third kingdom of 
brass” which was Greece, last of them 
all was the “iron and clay” which was 
indicative of Rome, Dan. 2:40-43. The ten 
toes of the image runs to the end of the 
Gentile times as shown to Nebuchadnez- 
zar, however, there follows in the vision 
of the wild beasts, as shown to Daniel, a 
fuller revelation giving certain details 
not disclosed in the former vision to 
Nebuchadnezzar. Daniel saw a “little 
horn” come up among the “ten horns” «of 
the fourth wild beast, which cannot be 
properly understood without the Revela- 
tion of John as described in chapter 13 
and 17. Daniel beheld this “little horn” as 
it “made war with the saints,” and pre- 
vailed against them until the Ancient of 
days came, and judgment was given to 
the saints of the Most High; and the 
time came that the saints possessed the 
kingdom, Dan. 7:21-22. It therefore fol: 
lows that Antichrist will arise from 
among the ten horns or kingdoms, into 


which the former Roman kingdom was: 


divided, and that he will wage war 
against the saints until Christ »comes to 
deliver them from his hand. 
THE BEAST OF REV. 13 

“And I stood upon the sand of the sea, 
and saw a beast rise up out of the sea, 
having seven heads and ten horns, and 
upon his horns ten crowns, and upon his 
heads the name of blasphemy. And the 
beast which I saw was like unto a leo- 
pard, and his feet was as the feet of a 
bear, and his mouth as the mouth of a 
lion: and the dragon gave him his seat. 
and great authority.” What John here 
beheld was a revival of features of the 
old Babylonian, Media-Persian and Gre- 
cian kingdoms blended together with the 
tyranny of the “dreadful and terrible” 
wild beast known as Rome. The above de- 
scription is that of the rise of Antichrist, 
rising out of the “sea” or mass of man- 
kind. His kingdom is a continuation of 
the former Satanic kingdoms which have 
preceded it, Eph. 6:12. John therefore 
tells us that this beast had seven 
heads, he further tells us in Rev. 17 that 
these heads are “seven mountains” and 


that there are seven kings, five of which 
are (was) fallen and one is (Rome the 
sixth existing at the time of the vision) 
and that the other is not yet come; and 
when he cometh he must continue a short 
pace.” It will readily be seen that the 
seventh and last head will be the world- 
wide kingdom of Antichrist which is a re- 
vival of the blasphemies and anti-religi- 
ous kingdoms of the world. The Anti- 
christ rises out of the territory formerly 
covered by ancient Rome, Dan. 7:7-8, and 
not out of the United States. Rome never 
controlled the United States nor to be 
frank she never will. Therefore, to ex- 
pect a fulfillment of the scriptures with 
reference to Antichrist within the United 
States is unthinkable. 

The prototype of the Antichrist was 
the rise of Antiochus Epiphanese to pow- 
er, who is seen coming from the Grecian 
kingdom, mentioned in Dan. 8:23. The 
Antichrist is however in full view in the 
person of the “xing of fierce countenance, 
and understanding dark sentences.” That 
this reference is to Antiochus is certain, 
but that it is also a graphic description 
of Antichrist who shall stand up in the 
time of the end against the Prince of 
princes (Christ) and who (Antichrist) 
shall be broken without hand is all the 
more certain. Dan. 8:25. Therefore, Anti- 
christ will be fierce and understand dark 
sentences, the cloudy and dark things 
of how to manage world conditions will 
be all readily understandable by him. His 
power shall be mighty, but not by his 
own power, he will have the force of 
arms on his side and all the diplomacy 
of world statesmen, and he shall destroy 
wonderfully, and shall prosper, and prac- 
tice, and shall destroy the mighty and 
holy people. This no doubt refers to the 
last half of his reign. And through iis 
policy he shall cause craft to prosper, 
that is, he will rule by a scientific or 
skillful form of government. And ihe 
shall magnify himself in his heart, and by 
peace shall destroy many. The margin 
in the Oxford and Holman Bible says by 
“prosperity shall he destroy many.” He 
will be skillful in his administration of 
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affairs; perhaps in his plans to supply 
the needs of the people he will destroy 
many like the Russians did when they 
killed off the children that were sickly 
by machine gun fire. Antichrist may find 
it easier to kill a few million than to 
undertake to feed and care for them. 
TIME OF HIS DURATION 

According to Dan. 8:25 and Rev. 13:5, 
Antichrist will only reign in his destruc- 
tive world dominion for a period of forty- 
two months or three and one-half years. 
There is no such person now ruling nei- 
ther in Europe nor any other country, 
therefore, there is no reason for fear of 
him nor his mark as yet. During this 
time his greatest aim is to destroy the 
remaining fragments of Christianity and 
the Jews. 

HIS MARK 

“And he causeth all, both small and 
great, rich and poor, free and bond, to 
receive a mark in their right hand, or in 
their foreheads; and that no man might 
buy or sell, save he that had the mark, 
or the name of the beast, or the number 
of his name.” That the insignia of the 
Blue Eagle is not such a mark is certain, 
and that the origin of it is from an op- 
posite source is all the more certain in 
view of the foregoing scripture refer- 
ences. To sign the N. R. A. agreemeut 
has nothing to do with such a mark as 
is here mentioned. That anybody and ev- 
erybody can buy and sell all they want 
to without the Blue Eagle is_ positive 
proof. The Mark of the Beast will be a 
world-wide mark system. The Blue Eagle 
concerns no one only the U. S. A. The 
American bald eagle has long been the 
official insignia upon all government of- 
ficials’ uniforms and on official docu- 
ments, etc. The display of the Blue Eagle 
is no more the mark of the beast thun 
to wear a uniform with the bald eagle 
upon the lapel or button. All nations 
have a national emblem. Italy has the 
fasces, Germany the swastika, Russia the 
red horse and red dragon emblems, so I 
am told. Some nations have one emblem 
and others have something else. The Blue 
Eagle is simply the insignia of the Na- 
tional Recovery Act. Our government h't: 
many such emblems or insignias. Govern- 
ment control will certainly be a feature 
of Antichrist government, and such is 
necessary; that, however, is not the pad 
feature of Antichrist, it is his destructiw 
opposition to the religion of Jesus Christ. 

SPIRITUAL SIGNIFICANCE 

Many able writers and authors think 
the mark is significant only and that 
there will be no literal mark; however, 
I think most all Church of God minis: 
ters think it literal. Yet many think it is 
the sealing of the wicked one within the 
mind and heart of the unsaved or evil 
children of this world as the Christians 
are sealed with the Holy Spirit of prom- 
ise. Eph. 1:13; 4:30; Rev. 14:1. Some 
able authors think as the child of God 
is sealed by the Holy Spirit which sealing 
is of a spiritual nature that the seal er 
mark of the Beast is along the same 
order. This is possible, yet it may not 
be the exact copy of truth involved. We 
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are, however, confronted with more than 
the mere mark. We must consider :he 
Mark of the Beast, the name of the Beast, 
lastly the number of his name. The word 
used in the Greek for “mark” is 
charagna, which means to notch, en- 
grave; an imprinted mark. Rev. 13:16; 
Acts 17:29. It also means character, or 
inscription; which in some sense differs 
from an outward brand or mark. Entire- 
ly another word is used by the apostle 
in Galatians 6:17. There the apostle 
states, “Let no man trouble me: for I 
bear in my body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus.” The word used here is “stigmata” 
which means a prick or puncture of a 
pointeg@ instrument, a brand-mark, a 
brand; generally used of the branding of 
a slave. But how are we to unaerstand 
what is here meant? Are we to under- 
stand that the apostle had been actually 
branded by an instrument for Christ or 
do we best think it to be the engraving 
of Christ upon his character by which he 
was conformed to His image, and that 
finally for me to live is Christ? Is it not 
best understcod in the light of the fact 
that it refers to the complete change in 
the character and life of the apostle? But 
when we turn to the English word “stig- 
ma” which is simply a transliterated Greek 
word, we find that it means (1) chiefly 
in senses, or that it is the effect of the 
senses referred to; (2) any mark of in- 
famy or disgrace, stain or reproach caus- 
ed by dishonorable conduct. The fact is 
then that it actually referred to the stig: 
ma of criticism of evil speaking by the 
Jews and his foes (Acts 24:14). The out- 
ward stigma of criticism was not there- 
fore because of evil conduct, but he was 
so accounted by his opposers. Therefore, 
the outward stigma was the truest insig- 
nia of inward grace and Christian char- 
acter which had caused his name to be 
cast out as evil. 1 Cor. 4:13. 
PAUL, A SERVANT 

In his letter to the Romans he referred 
to himself as a “servant.” The Greek 
word is “doulos” and means a slave, a 
bondman, properly a born slave. In case 
a slave desired to serve his master for- 
ever, his master must bring his slave to 
the judges, “he shall also bring him to 
the door, or unto the door post; and his 
master shall bore his ear through with 
an aul; and he shall serve him forever,” 
Ex. 31:6. Here is a case of “branding” or 
of marking by an instrument; but cer- 
tainly Paul was not so marked, his was 
but the marking of stigma, or criticism 
and false appraisal of Christian virtne 
and possession by his enemies. Christians 
are no less suffering such a mark today, 
which is testimony of an inward insignia 
of divine grace. 

THE SEAL OF THE SPIRIT 

I have aiready mentioned that mauy 
think that the sealing of the Spirit is 
God’s way of sealing His own children, 
which we know to be true. In each In. 
stance the Greek word for “seal or seal- 
ed” is “esphragistheete,” which comes 
from “ephragidzo” and means (1) to seal, 
to seal up, shut up. What we have there- 
fore in the sealing of the Spirit is, that 
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the child of God is sealed or shut up by 
the Spirit. Approach to or ingress by the 
wicked one is forbidden because of such 
a sealing. 1 John 4:4. (2) To mark as 
with a seal, stamp. Here is a marking 
or stamping by the Spirit, which is alone 
visible to the world “by their fruits” and 
conduct; for this cause they were called 
Christians, Other than as above mentini. 
ed such a mark or stamp is invisible. 
(3) To seal or stamp with approval, 
limit, define, determine. The child of God 
is not only sealed or stamped with ap- 
proval through the Holy Spirit, but by 
it he is limited to a walk and life in the 
Spirit; which defines and determines the 
work, conduct and future of the ones so 
sealed.

angel, when he shall begin to sound, tne 
MYSTERY of God should be finished, as 
he hath declared to his servants the 
prophets, Rev. 10:7. 

The word MYSTERY is used at least 
twenty-two times in the New Testament. 
In every instance it is used to signify 
that which CANNOT BE COMPREHEND- 
ED by the use of natural, mental pow- 
ers. That which is to be known must be 
REVEALED. 

1 Cor. 2:7-8, “We speak the wisdom of 
God IN A MYSTERY, even the hidden 
wisdom, which God ordained before the 
world unto our glory: which NONE OF 
THE PRINCES OF THIS WORLD 
KNEW: for had they known it they 
would not have crucified the Lord of 
glory.” God has seen fit to reserve the 
HIDDEN WISDOM of His plans and pur- 
poses for those who are spiritual, Others, 
“having eyes see not, and having ears 
hear not.” Matt. 13. 

1 Cor. 2:14, “The NATURAL MAN RE- 
CEIVETH NOT the things of the Spirit 
of God, for they are foolishness unto 
him, neither can he know them, because 
THEY ARE SPIRITUALLY DISCERN- 
ED.” “As it is written EYE hath not 
seen, nor EAR heard, neither have enter- 
ed into the HEART of men the things 
which God hath prepared for them that 
love Him, but GOD HATH REVEALED 
them unto us BY HIS SPIRIT,” 1 Cor. 
2:9, 10. The “preparation” here spoken 
of does not refer to preparation being 
made for the saints in heaven, though it 
is often so interpreted. It applies to ALL 
OF THE BODY OF TRUTH which God 
has reserved and kept secret from the 
worldly wise, but which He has revealed 
to His saints, even though the natural, 
mental equipment of many or most of 
them may make them appear, when com- 
pared with the wise of the world, as 
“babes.” 

1 Cor. 1:26, “For ye see your calling, 
brethren, how that not many WISE AF- 
TER THE FLESH, not many noble are 
called.” Jesus said, “I thank thee, O Fa- 
ther, Lord of heaven and earth because 
thou hast HID these things from the wise 
and prudent and REVEALED them unto 
babes. Even so, Father, for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. All things are deliver- 
ed unto me of my Father, neither know- 
eth any MAN the Father save the Son, 
and HE TO WHOMSOEVER THE SON 
WILL REVEAL HIM,” Matt. 11:25-27, 

Spiritual comprehension does not de- 
pend upon intellectual development or 
even of the possession of the word of 
knowledge. REVELATION ALONE can 
open to the heart the secret things of 
God. The Bible may be read, memorized 
and quoted and yet not be the bread of 
life to the one so exercising his natural 
senses, 1 Cor. 1:18, “For the preaching 
of the cross is unto them that perish 
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FOOLISHNESS, but unto US which are 
saved it is the POWER OF GOD.” 

Peter confessed Jesus to be “the Christ, 
the Son of the living God.” Jesus an- 
swering him said, “Blessed art thou Si- 
mon Bar-jona, for flesh and blood hath 
not REVEALED it unto thee, but my Fa- 
ther which is in heaven,” Matt. 16:16-17. 
He called this fact of spiritual REVELA- 
TION the rock or foundation stone upon 
which He would build His Church. At 
another time Jesus said that the nature 
of eternal life of itself was a state in 
which men should KNOW Jehovah (Ps. 
83:18) as the only true God and Jesus 
Christ as sent by Him. “This is life eter- 
nal, that they may know thee the only 
true God and Jesus Christ whom thou 
hast sent.” 

Saul of Tarsus had been well taught 
and trained in the religion of the Jews 
but he did not know God until, as he 
testifies in Gal. 1:15-16. “It pleased God 
—TO REVEAL His Son to me.” At once 
Saul’s life was changed and directed ‘in- 
to a new course. Even his name was 
changed from Saul to Paul. He became 
taught of the Spirit of God receiving the 
knowledge of the Gospel from God by 
REVELATION. Gal. 1:11-12, “The gospel 
which was preached of me is not after 
man, for I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it but by THE 
REVELATION OF JESUS CHRIST.” 

There are two kinds of revelation, We 
have an example of each in the above 
experience of Saul of Tarsus. The first 
was Saul’s personal, inner revelation—- 
God revealing his Son Jesus Christ IN 
him. This was his re-birth, his awaken- 
ing from spiritual death into spiritual 
life and fitting him to comprehend the 
hidden things which are imparted by tie 
Spirit to those who are spiritual. The 
second kind of revelation is that whic 
was given only to the prophets, gospel 
writers, apostles and other chosen ves- 
sels through whom the Word of the Lord 
was given to man and recorded in the 
Bible. This is the kind of revelation spok- 
en of by Paul when He declared that he 
was preaching the gospel as made known 
to him BY REVELATION. 

The revelations made to the writers of 
God’s Book, Paul included, were record- 
ed in words which all may read; especial- 
ly since printing has made possible the 
making of hundreds of thousands of 
copies of the Bible. Yet while all may 
possess and read these RECORDED 
REVELATIONS, their spiritual signifi- 
cance can only be understood by an IN- 
TERPRETATIVE REVELATION of the 
Spirit of God. The one is a revelation al- 
ready complete. The other is a revelation 
to be made by the Holy Ghost either di- 
rectly to the heart or through the agency 
of Spirit-filled teachers unveiling the 
MYSTERIES, or inner spiritual meaning 
of recorded Revelation.

When Evangelist Philip accosted the 
traveller in Acts 8:30, he heard him read- 
ing the prophet Isaiah. He asked him if 
he understood what he was reading. The 
man replied, “How can I except some 
man should GUIDE me?” Acts 8:31.Then 
Philip “began at the same scripture and 
preached unto him Jesus.” Only by REVE- 
LATION could it be known that Isaiah 
in his prophecy was speaking of Christ. 
Often the prophets themselves, while re- 
cording revealed truth, did not have the 
INNER REVELATION to enable them tuo 
comprehend the meaning of the things 
they spoke and wrote. 

When Jesus began to tell the people 
of things spiritual and of things eternal, 
He spoke to them in parables. “And with- 
out a parable spake he not unto them,” 
fulfilling the Word, “I will UTTER (or 
REVEAL) things which have been kept 
secret from the foundation of the world.” 
Matt. 13:35. To His disciples Jesus said, 
“To you it is given TO KNOW THE 
MYSTERIES of the kingdom of heaven, 
but unto them it is not given * * * there- 
fore speak I to them in parables: because 
seeing they see not, and hearing they 
hear not, neither do they understand.” 
Matt. 13:11 and 13. By the use of para- 
bles, that is by the use of an earthly com- 
parison, Jesus aided the natural eyes 
which could not see, and the natural 
ears which could not hear, and the nat- 
ural mind which could not understand, 
to comprehend the MYSTERIES of God 
and lay hold of eternal life. 

Paul received the MYSTERY OF THE 
GOSPEL from God by REVELATION 
and urged others to pray for him that 
he might be enabled to make the MYS- 
TERY known through his preaching. “I 
certify you brethren that the gospel 
which was preached of me is not after 
man, for I neither received it of man, 
neither was I taught it, but by the REVE- 
LATION of Jesus Christ.” Gal. 1:11, “By 
REVELATION he made known to me the 
MYSTERY * * * which in other ages 
was not made known unto the sons of 
men as it is now REVEALED unto his 
holy apostles and prophets BY THE 
SPIRIT * * * Wherefore I am made a 
minister * * * to make all men see what 
is the fellowship (or harmony) of the 
Mystery which from the beginning of the 
world hath been hid in God, who created 
all things by Jesus Christ.” Eph. 3:3-9. 
“Pray * * * for me that utterance may be 
given unto me, that I may open my 
mouth boldly, TO MAKE KNOWN THE 
MYSTERY OF THE GOSPEL.” Eph. 6: 
19. 

There are at least nine themes or di- 
visions of spiritual truth in the Word of 
God directly designated as MYSTERIES. 

THE MYSTERY OF THE GOSPEL, 
Eph. 6:11, “That I may make known the 
MYSTERY of the Gospel.” 

The MYSTERY OF GODLINESS, 1 
Tim. 3:16, “Without controversy great is 
the MYSTERY of godliness.” 

THE MYSTERY OF CHRIST DWELL- 
ING WITHIN BELIEVERS, Col. 1:26, 
27, “The MYSTERY now manifest to his 
saints which is Christ in you, the hope 
of glory.” 





THE MYSTERY OF THE KINGDOM 
OF HEAVEN, Matt. 13:9-11, “To you it 
is given to know the MYSTERIES of the 
kingdom of heaven.” 

THE MYSTERY OF ISRAEL’S PRES- 
ENT BLINDNESS, Rom. 11:25, “I would 
not brethren that ye should be ignorant 
of this MYSTERY—that blindness in part 
is happened to Israel until the fulness of 
the Gentiles be come in.” 

THE MYSTERY OF THE UNITY OF 
BELIEVERS IN ONE BODY, Eph. 3:4-6, 
“The MYSTERY * * * that the Gentiles 
should be fellowheirs and of the same 
body.” 

THE MYSTERY OF THE RAPTURE, 
1 Cor. 15:51 and 1 Thess. 5:13-18, “Be- 
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hold I shew you a MYSTERY, we shall 
not all sleep but we shall all be changed.” 

THE MYSTERY OF INIQUITY, 2 
Thess. 2:7, “The MYSTERY of iniquity 
doth already work.” 

In rightly dividing the Word of Truth 
each of these MYSTERIES or divisions 
of spiritual truth becomes a study which 
is the bread of life to them that are spir- 
itual. Paul says, 1 Cor. 2:6-7-12, “We 
speak wisdom among men that are per- 
fect: yet not the wisdom of this wor'd 
* * * but we speak the wisdom of God 
in a MYSTERY, even the hidden wisdom 
which God ordained before the world un 
to our glory * * * THAT WE MAY 
KNOW.” 


COMl A (Man Rob God?

Text: Mal. 3:8 

O much has been said and written on 
S this subject, but I feel a strange awak- 
ening within my inmost being, that I 
must lay aside everything and write, as 
God brings this important message to me. 
O what a wonderful God we have to 
serve! It is God who brought us out of 
darkness into the marvelous lighf. It is 
He, who loved us so much that He gave 
His only begotten Son that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish but 
have everlasting life. It is God who gives 
us health, food and raiment. Then, see- 
ing His wonderful love and great power 
to lift fallen humanity we are made to 
quake and tremble when we think of this 
question, “Will a man rob God?” Yes, we 
can answer it, when we know that God 
is the head of all things, the Creator of 
heaven and earth and all that is in them. 
All the wealth of the earih is His, the 
cattle on a thousand hills. Prov. 3:9, 10. 
“Honor the Lord with thy substance, and 
with the firstfruits of all thine increase; 
so shall thy barns be filled with plenty, 
and thy presses shall burst out with new 
wine.” God showers His blessings down 
upon the thankful and the unthankful, 
believers and infidels. 

Man is here only by God’s permission, 
and every breath he draws is borrowed, 
and nothing with which to pay back. Will 
a man rob God? You say, Impossible. But 
I say, Yes, a man can and does rob God. 
People will cry, “Hard times,” and in 
the meantime rob God. We also rob Him 
of the adoration and glory due Him. So 
many will say, “I don’t believe in paying 
tithes.” If every tenth dollar made in 
this world today was placed as God’s 
Word directs it, the entire world could 
and would be speedily evangelized. The 
business world of today promptly revolts 
at the suggestion of giving one-tenth of 
their income. To their minds it is out- 
rageous. It would surely bankrupt the 
business world. They like the Sunday 
morning and Sunday evening nickel and 
dime idea much better. On Sunday morn- 
ing he will feel down in his pocket over 


those fives, tens, and possibly twenties, 
to get the children some pennies to put 
in Sunday School. When the tithes and 
offerings are taken he drops in the nickel. 
O what a great difference between God 
and man. “For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten son”—for 
man so loved God that he gave Him buf- 
falo nickels and dimes. 

The tithes (tenth) are the Lord’s. I 
want to say that after we have paid the 
tenth we haven’t “given” anything. It 
seems to me a lot of folks do not under- 
stand paying tithes. Some will say they 
have the Holy Ghost and trust the Lord 
as their healer. Yes, they can do that all 
right, but haven’t received the light on 
tithes. Some I know of who really don’t 
know anything about this good way of 
holiness or the Church of God, say, “I 
pay my tithes of everything I make.” It 
comes to my mind just now of one of the 
officials in one of the cotton mills here 
in my home town. He came to me, ask- 
ing me about my faith, what I believe in, 
etc. After preaching Jesus to him and the 
plan of salvation for possibly an hour, 
he said, “Well, I believe I am a Chris- 
tian. My wife and I pay our tithes. I be- 
lieve we should do this.” This man was 
making good at that time. His tithes were 
six and seven dollars a week. He said, 
“Yet there is one thing I cannot do. I 
haven’t gotten to the place where I can 
pray in public.” So there are many today 
in the world who haven’t enough salva- 
tion to pray in public, yet they pay their 
tithes, but some who claim the Holy 
Ghost, shout and talk in tongues say, “I 
can’t see the light on paying tithes. That 
was back under the law anyway.” I heard 
a lady say once, “I don’t believe in pay- 
ing tithes to the preacher. Let him work 
like we do. I’ll pay my tithes wherever 
I see it is needed, helping the poor, or 
someone who comes along I think is in 
need. Or if husband and I need some yas 
and oil to go to church or attend the re- 
vival I’ll pay my tithes that way.” I said, 
“Sister, you are not paying any tithes 
at all. Mal. 3 says, ‘Bring ye all the 
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tithes into the storehouse that there may 
be meat in mine house, and prove me 
now hérewith, saith the Lord of hosts, 
if I would not open you the windows of 
heaven and pour you out a blessing that 
there shall not be room enough to re- 
ceive it.’ God is able to do these things 
and He surely will, but we must meas- 
ure up to the Word of God. When you 
pay your tithes you haven’t commenced 
to give. Why do I say this? and where 
do I get my authority? Hear the Word 
of the Lord, ‘All the tithes of the land 
is the Lord’s,’ Lev. 27:30.” “I know that 
is Bible but that was under the law. We 
are living under grace.” We will then go 
back for a period of more than four hun- 
dred years, to the time the law was given 
to Moses and the children of Israel and 
get the first account of paying tithes. 
“And Melchizedek, king of Salem, brought 
forth bread and wine: and he was the 
priest of the Most High God * * * which 
hath delivered thine enemies into thine 
hand. And he gave him tithes of all,” 
Gen. 14:18-20, also see Heb. 7:4. Mel- 
chizedek was the first example we have 
on record in God’s Word of paying tithes. 
Jacob anointed a stone which was a per- 
fect type of the Church, for he said, in 
Gen. 28:22, “And this stone, which I 
have set for a pillar, shall be God’s 
house: and of all that thou shalt give me 
I will surely give the tenth unto thee.” 
God’s house, the Church of God, the pil- 
lar and ground of the truth! 1 Tim. 13: 
15. His house is where we should bring 
in our tithes, and there will surely be 
meat in the storehouse. Abraham paid 
his tithes, and we are the seed of Abra- 
ham. Paul said in Gal. 3:7, “Know ye 
therefore that they which are of faith, 
the same are the children of Abraham.” 
Jesus said in John 8:39, “If ye were 
Abraham’s children ye would do _ the 
works of Abraham.” 

Will a man rob God? Oh, so many cries 
we hear in these last days coming from 
thousands of starving souls; they are 
crying for someone to come and tell them 
about Jesus and His wonderful power to 
save from sin, sanctify and fill with the 
Holy Ghost, so they can get ready for 
His return. We hear the call as it reach- 
es the ears of the humble servants of God. 
We can see one who has forsaken all, 
taken up the cross and doing what he 
can to help rescue perishing souls. In my 
mind I can see down in a little humble 
cottage or cabin possibly outside of town 
or on some side street. We see this ser 
vant of the Lord pouring out his heart 
to God for lost souls and for His Church. 
When he looks across the little room he 
calls his home, he sees his wife who has 
given up all the comfort she had enjoyed 
before hearing the call, “Go ye into all 
the world, and preach the gospel.” I see 
her in a plain print dress, her shoes bad- 
ly worn, she sits in a common chair with 
no carpet on the floor, her children poor- 
ly dressed, but cheerfully she sings, “The 
Harder the Battle the Sweeter the Vic- 
tory.” Mother looks in their faces ani 
around in the bare room with bedsteads 
which have been discarded by some one 
else, and the three-burner oil stove, 
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(which is good enough for the pastor). 
The father’s heart is burdened to carry 
the “glad tidings of great joy” to hungry 
souls, but it takes all his time he can 
spare from the church he is pastoring to 
work hard at some manual labor to sup- 
port his family. 

Some members will go to church and 
grumble, saying, “Our pastor is not deep 
enough in the Scriptures for us; we need 
to make a change.” In the meantime, I 
can see them in their comfortable homes 
when their day’s work is over, the family 
is seated around the table in their nice- 
ly furnished dining room, the beautiful 
bright lights shining down on the good 
eats, as if they had fixed for a king. Sup- 
per being ended, they walk into their 
cozy living room and sit around in com- 
fort. The father expresses his fear of the 
banks closing, but satisfies himself that 
his money is okeh within the vauits of 
the bank. But I want to say, that only 
nine-tenths of this belongs to him; he 
has robbed God. Can a man rob God and 
enter heaven? On Sunday morning we can 
see this family as they glide over the 
paved road in their beautiful car to the 
little church “around the corner.” As 
they enter the church they can see that 
humble servant of God with his family, 
kneeling at the altar, pouring their 
hearts out to God for the church and lost 
souls. When they open up the service 
they open with a praise service, and hear 
these people in a very formal way say, 
“IT am glad God has saved me, sanctified 
and filled me with the Holy Ghost,” and 
that is all they can say. O dear souls, it 
surely means something to be sanctified. 
Do you realize what it means? It means 
more to be sanctified than lots of people 
think. It means that everything you have 
must be on the altar for God. I say, Can 
a robber enter heaven? If so, why need 
the preachers preach repentance and res- 
titution. “Will a man rob God? Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
have we robbed thee? In tithes and of- 
erings. Ye are cursed with a curse, for 
ye have robbed me, even this whole na- 
tion. Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat in 
mine house and prove me.” So many 
won’t prove the Lord. And He has said 
He would pour us out a blessing that 
there would not be room enough to re- 
ceive it. 

I have been in this way of holiness for 
about twelve years and have never rob- 
red God yet. He has said for us to bring 
in all the tithes into the storehouse, not 
a part, but all. Having been a clerk at 
one time I found out that people do not 
pay all their tithes, they pay part and 
hold back some. (Some of them do.) I 
knew how much their income was, and 
I knew when they were not paying all 
their tithes. Pay the Lord what you owe, 
bring all your tithes into the storehouse 
and God will wonderfully bless you. In 
everything you will be like the blessed 
man, David, “And he shall be like a tree 
planted by the rivers of water, that 


bringeth forth his fruit in his season, his 
leaf also shall not wither and whatsoever 
he doeth shall prosper.” Amen,

SMssions

“Whom shall I send, and whom will go 
for us?” 

These words found in Isa. 6:8 are re- 
corded as spoken by the Lord, and one 
is made to wonder just what the thougkts 
of the Lord are, and just how He feels 
when He beholds the indifferent attituce 
which His professed followers show to- 
ward such a plea. Furthermore, we re 
made to shudder as we think of the aw- 
ful condemnation which awaits’ those 
who know to do good and do it not. Jas. 
4:17. 

We talk a great deal about being the 
Body of Christ. Well, I trust we are, but 
do we stop to consider what the body of 
Christ was doing about 1900 years ago? 
Have we read in Isa. 61:1 how that He, 
speaking through the prophet, said, “The 
Spirit of the Lord God is upon me; be- 
cause the Lord hath anointed me toa 
preach good tidings unto the meek; he 
hath SENT Me to bind up the brokea 
hearted, to proclaim liberty to the cap- 
tives, and the opening of the prison to 
them that are bound,” and goes on thru- 
out the entire chapter telling of the good 
things that He would do. 

And again we read in Luke 4:16:21 
how this Scripture was fulfilled in the 
Lord Jesus? Have we considered His life 
of toil and tears, of His sleepless nights 
on the mountain sides in prayer to the 
Father for His wayward children? Have 
we studied the progress of the Church, 
the Body of Christ, left here in the world 
to complete the great work of soul sav- 
ing which He had begun, how she, in her 
infancy, grew and increased in stature 
and wisdom and power with God, her 
Father, and then how she spread %ut 
from Jerusalem to the uttermost parts 
of the earth, saving all, both old and 
young, great and small, rich and poor 
alike, all, whosoever would accept? 

What was it, brother and sister, that 
sent this body all over the world in a 
few short years, telling the glad story of 
redemption? Why was all this fiery zeal 
and courage that would go thru blood and 
fire, to spread the message of salvation, 
that laughed at perils on land and on 
sea, that mocked at persecution, and in 
the face of all the legions of demons and 
devils arrayed against her, she spread 
her wings and sailed to the ends of the 
earth arrayed in power and glory, such 
as had never been seen? 

Let us look to John 3:16, “For God 
so loved (read it slowly) the world,— 
that He gave,—His only begotten Son, — 
that whosoever, (you, I, or anybody) be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but 


have everlasting life.” 

Brother, no greater love could possibly 
be manifested! Note first His love, sec- 
ond the result of that love, which was 
the gift of His ONLY and dear Son, 
thirdly, the result of the gift. There are 
no words adequate to describe such ten- 
der, passionate, fiery love. But it means 
the salvation of all who will believe. 

It was this love that made a mission- 
ary of Jesus and sent Him to this foreign 
land to become “a man of sorrows and 
acquainted with grief,” and since the 
church is His body, it is only natural 
to expect that she would have the same 
degree of love, the same self-sacrificing 
spirit, that would exert the same untiring 
effort which we find in her Lord and 
master, which is the Head of the body. 

Among the first disciples and the early 
church we find this love, and they toiled 
unceasingly in the face of dangers indes- 
cribable, filled with the Holy Ghost and 
fire, clothed upon with the very presence 
and power of Jesus Himself. And it is 
said that over fifty million people have 
died a martyr’s death before they would 
compromise and allow their love to grow 
cold. 

Again, when the latter rain began to 
fall, some thirty years ago, this same 
spirit of love and zeal took hold of the 
church and she plumed her wings and be- 
gan to run here and yonder everywhere 
with this wonderful message. But alas, 
how soon has our zeal burned out. Then 
it was how little can I live on, how much 
can I give to spread the gospel to dying 
souls everywhcre? but now the _ tide 
seems to have turned and it is how 
much can I spend on myself, and how lit- 
tle can I give to the missionary cause? 
expensive and worldly clothes, new cars, 
“xeeping up with the Joneses,” foolish 
spending for things that we would be 
better off without, both spiritually and 
physically. How much money is thrown 
away by the so-called Christian peopie 
today for such foolish things as candy, 
ice cream, chewing gum and beauty aids, 
and yet we wonder why we have no pow- 
er, no faith, no victory. O, it seems to me, 
my brother and sister, that we are a 
sad imitation of the true missionary 
Church of which we read in the Bible. 

There is too much love of ease and 
comfort, while the poor missionary must 
go without even the bare necessities of 
life. Oh, how this shames me when I see 
the lack of power. (I don’t mean that 
something that runs over you and causes 
your body to tremble, that is only the 
Holy Ghost trying to shake the self out 
of you and shake you into subjection 
so He can have His way with you.) Pow- 
er means more than that, it means 
that which Jesus said we would receive 
AFTER that the Holy Ghost is come up- 
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on you, i. e., energy, ability, yes, author- 
ity to command demons and devils, and 
disease of every kind, and to get the gos- 
pel sword deep into the hearts of deep 
dyed sinners. 

I want to tell you how we raise our 
mission money here in Key West. Sev- 
eral months ago it came into my mind to 
prepare a form on which would be a 
space for the name of every one who 
would pledge themselves to give some 
amount each month for missions, At the 
top of the sheet we wrote, “Mission 
Pledges for April” (or the name of the 
present month), then a space for names, 
next the amount, and then a space to 
mark paid. We did not state any particu- 
lar amount, but let the individual do 
that. We headed the list with the name 
of the pastor and his wife, and it was 
remarkable how the folks responded, I'll 
tell you, pastors and workers, we can if 
we only will, and the best of all is that 
God will give us the “will” if we are 
willing. We did not stop at merely try- 
ing to raise the amount asked for by the 
Assembly, but we went further and did 
all we could, and for the past two months 
we have more than doubled our regular 
Assembly mission quota and this too with 
only one or two of the members who had 
any work. 

God will bless missionary effort, but 
I wonder if He doesn’t frown on us when 
He calls and says, “Who will go for us?” 
and there is no response, “Here am I, 
send me.” 

Many of us are crying, “Come, Lord 
Jesus,” but I fear that we are hindering 
His coming in that we are so slow to re- 
spond to His call for a “world-wide mis- 
sion band to hasten the gospel to every 
land.” 

Have we heard, will we heed, will we 
go? Remember if you can’t go, you can 
send, and “as his part is that goeth down 
to the battle, so shall his part be that 


tarrieth by the stuff: they shall part 
alike,” 1 Sam. 30:14. 
Everybody say, “Amen.”

MISSIONARIES NEEDED 
KOMOKA, Ontario, Can.—Praise God 
for sending us to Ontario. These dear 


people are in great need of the Church 
of God. About four hundred Pentecostal 
people are in London; many others in 
outside towns. The enemy knew God 
needed workers in this province so he 
made it very hard for us to get here. 
He is still on his job. Praise God! our 
God is still on His throne. 

We left Prince Edward Island in De 
cember where we had been working about 
five years. The icy roads made our trip 
very dangerous, our car sometimes slip- 
ping back down a bad hill or else turning 
around. We were out several very cold 
nights and arrived in London one bitt»r 
cold morning hungry and cold. We found 
no place of refuge until evening. It being 
Saturday we were taken into a mission, 
fed and sheltered over Sunday. The 
preacher told us we had better go back 
to P. E. I. as quickly as possible as he 
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could take care of all God’s work around 
here. However, we see the need of sev- 
eral Church of God missions in and 
around London. 

We soon found three rooms on a third 
floor where God wonderfully kept us un- 
til June. In the meantime we held street 
meetings and did some personal work 
and came out to Komoka every Sunday 
for service. We now have services here 
at our abiding place. We are very thank- 
ful for the Sunday School literature sent 
to us. We have a good little Sunday 
School started. We have good street ser- 
vices at Mt. Brydges, five miles from 
here, also do some personal work in Lon- 
don, Ever so many good people are here 
but some are tangled up in false doc- 
trines. It is hard to go ahead and pave 
the way for the Church of God with so 
little finance, but God will make it easier 
for those that follow, I am sure. 

I praise God for always providing 
something for us. Though some weeks 
we have no bread, milk, and other things, 
we are having plenty of good vegetables. 
Offerings are so small or none at all that 
we sometimes can’t meet expenses and 
don’t have enough to pay tithes on the 
little given to us. 

We haven’t been to the Assembly for 
seven years. We long to see you dear 
ones in the States, yet we love these peo- 
ple and feel at home here, God’s Word 
teaches us not to despise the day of small 
things. _ 

There is such great need of mission- 
aries. It seems as if the widow’s mites 
are carrying the gospel. I believe if 40,- 
000 Church of God brothers and sisters 
would get humble enough to put away 
even one penny a day or week for mis- 
sions, we soon would see the devil take a 
back seat. I desire to do all the good I 
can, in all the ways I can, to all the peo 
ple I can, till Jesus comes. God bless you 
every one. Will you please pray for us?
